The present prices for beef, which are 
causing complaints and threats of boycott 
in some places, seem unduly high only be- 
cause they are compared with prices of the 
past few years, which were ruinously low 
to the cattle grower. This year for the first 
time since 1920 cattlemen as a whole have 
received fairly remunerative prices for their 
cattle. In the other six years cattle prices 
were so low most of the time that large 
numbers of producers were forced out of 
business and cattle numbers have been dras- 
tically reduced. ; 

At various times in the past two years 
when I have addressed gathering's of cattle- 
men I have called attention of the public to 
the fact that the present situation was al- 
most certain to develop. The department 
also has issued many statements pointing 
out that cattle slaughter was greatly ex- 
ceeding production and that sooner or later 
a sharp reduction in slaughter and higher 
prices must result. 

This was a situation that should have 
been of vital interest to the consuming pub- 
lic. As long as cattle prices were low and 
beef cheap, however, consumers were un- 
concerned as to the hardships of the cattle 
industry or as to the future of the beef sup- 
ply. Consequently the situation was allow- 
ed to work itself out through the uncontroll- 
ed action of economic forces with the result 
that the reduction in herds probably went

too far and cattle slaughter for the next 
few years must be reduced much below the 
average of that of the last 5 years if the 
cattle business is to be reestablished on a 
basis where the number of animals slaught- 
ered does not exceed the number of young 
animals raised. 

Another factor in the situation is that 
distribution costs are much higher than be- 
fore the war. This increase is due to a very 
considerable extent to increased wages and 
salaries in the various industries and trades 
interested in this distribution. Even when 
cattle prices in recent years were actually 
below pre-war prices the cost of beef to the 
consumer was high, compared with pre-war 
prices. Now with the prices of cattle no 
higher than necessary to insure reasonable 
returns to the industry and insure adequate 
future supplies, this increase in the cost of 
cattle slaughtered must be paid by the con- 
sumers of beef. 

Here is what has taken place in the cattle 
industry in the last ten years: Cattle pro- 
duction was greatly expanded during the 
war in response to demands for adequate 
supplies of beef for the allied forces. When 
the war closed the industry found itself 
with the largest number of cattle on hand 
and the largest potential production capac- 
ity in the history of the country—both much 
in excess of ordinary peace time require- 
ments at remunerative prices.

While cattle prices have adv 
continuously during 1927 the ions 
came after the middle of the year senile 
larly in the better grades of beef cattle 
which, however, make up but a minor * 
portion of the total suppy. The shorts : 
of these better grades this fall is directly 
traceable to the situation in the latter halt 
of 1926, when the market was overloaded 
with supplies of well finished cattle with 
resulting low prices and heavy losses to cat. 
tle feeders of the Corn Belt States who pro- 
duce practically all of these high grades of 
cattle. For example, the supply of choice 
and prime cattle at Chicago during Septem. 
ber, October, and November this year was 
only 30 per cent as large as for the period 
a year ago and only 50 per cent of the 5- 
year average for these months. 

It looks very much as if cattle supplies 
during the first half of 1928 would be small- 
er than in 1927 or in any other year in the 
last five inasmuch as shipments of stocker 
and feeder cattle into the Corn Belt since 
July 1 this year were over 16 per cent 
smaller than last year and 28 per cent be- 
low the 5-year average for the period. It 
is during these latter months of the year 
that cattle feeders buy their supplies of un- 
finished cattle for feeding. Barring abnorm- 
al conditions, such as widespread drought, 
supplies of all cattle for slaughter during 
each of the next two years will probably be 
small, as compared with any of the last four 
years. 

Incidentally the situation in the hog mar- 
ket is almost the reverse of that in the cat- 
tle market. Prices of hogs and pork pro- 
ducts are now the lowest in over three 
years. At present prices hogs are not pay- 
ing for the corn fed to them. Unless this 
situation is improved shortly, a substantial 
reduction in hog production within a year 
or two may be expected. With the probable 
reduced supplies of beef during the next 
two years, consumers have an interest in 
seeing to it that hog production is not also 
similarly reduced.

The life of a newspaper man is not always what it is cracked up 
to be. Often press day comes and there is but little from which to 
make up an interesting and instructive story. Many another time 
the substance for a real story is so deeply hidden beneath the sur- 
face that it passes unnoticed. Such was the case at the last Inter- 
national Live Stock Show at Chicago where it seemed that every- 
body was given credit for everything that could be brought for- 
ward. It was not until the picture which appears in the lower sec- 
tion of the front cover page today came upon the editor’s desk that 
one of the most outstanding events of the 1927 International came 
to light, at least to our light. 

The caption beneath the picture tells a mighty story, one that 
is worthy of supplemental support on this page. Had there been 
such a thing as a fine banner or a beautiful trophy offered at the 
1927 Chicago International Live Stock Exposition for the Premier 
Breeder in the Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding classes 
that banner, coveted as 
only such a trophy might 
be, would have found its 
way across the 49th to 
the north of us and there 
settled upon the broad 
shoulders of the veteran 
and pioneer breeder and 
showman, Jas. D. Mc- 
Gregor, of the famous 
Glencarnock Stock Farms, 
at Brandon, Manitoba. 
Just to glance over the 
entries in the breeding 
classes at this show would 
cause the casual observer 
to offer a contradiction to 
this statement, for upon 
the face of things it does 
not seem possible, because 
of the fact that Mr. Mc- 
Gregor had but a single 
entry and that not bred by 
himself. Yet it is so and 
has been made_ possible 
through the sale of many 
high class animals from 
the Glencarnock nursery 
which has been dubbed 
the “Ballindalloch of 
America.”

Anyhow he took the 
bull home, satisfied in his 
own mind that he had 
made no mistake and that 


breeders in the States 
have developed wonder- 
fully well and they have 
made excellent show and 
breeding cattle. Had _ it 
not been for the far see- 
ing ability of this pioneer breeder who has weathered many a storm 
in the pure bred breeding business in his nearly forty years with 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle such a winning never would have been made 
at Chicago in 1927. His determination always to use only the best 
bulls that money could buy, no matter whether they were produced 
in Canada, in the United States or across the sea, has brought to 
Glencarnock a wonderful string of breeding cattle. 

It was but a few years ago that Jas. D. McGregor came to the 
realization that he should haye some other blood lines infused in his 
herd. He began casting about to find that cross that would best 
suit his needs. A catalog of the Escher & Ryan sale in 1921, I 
think, found its way into the hands of Mr. McGregor. In this book- 
let was a picture of Blackcap Revolution, who was to be sold at 
auction to the highest bidder. The picture looked good to this pion- 
eer who remarked to his sons who were then at home that he be- 
lieved he would slip down and take a look, and, if the calf really 
was as good as the picture made him out to be he would bring him 
home, providing he could get him at around $250.00 to $500.00. The 
boys protested the reckless expenditure of so much money, for it

the days work would 
prove regardless of what 
others might say the big- 
gest days work that he 
had ever done in the cat- 
tle business. I never did 
learn what the boys at home had to say when “Dad” came home. 
But it was generally reported that the man from the North had 
gone crazy—the idea of paying such a price for a bull when cattle 
could scarcely be given away. It was preposterous. 

Jas. D. McGregor failed to agree with either kin or friends. 
He knew his cows, as the uptodate slang phrase would express it, 
and he set himself to work. Blackcap Revolution found a new 
friend in Jack Brown the herdsman too and so the trio got along 
very well without the advice of other folks. The cows were care 
fully selected and mated to this great young son of the famous Earl 
Marshall who was just beginning to assume the spot light as the 
world’s greatest sire. The calves were wonderful. Really better 
than had been expected. It was found that Blackcap Revolution 
nicked well with the cows at Glencarnock which had been saved 
from the mating of several generations following the use of the 
best bulls that this experienced and expert judge had selected 
used in the building of his great herd of breeding cattle. ;

attend the sale and bring 
home the bull Black Mar- 
shall 11th. The battle that 
followed at that ringside 
will long be remembered 
for the hidden hand of the 
aggressive assembler of 
the country’s best, Mr. H. 
0. Harrison, was determ- 
ined that the bull should 
go to California, and he 
did. 

Disapvointed, Manager 
Buckle set about immed- 
iately to “get” an Earl 
Marshall bull to cross 
with his wonderful collec- 
tion of cows and heifers.

by other great bulls must bring results and this is an example of 
his reasoning. One might easily write a book treating upon the 
great bulls and cows appearing in this tabulation and yet not have 
space to say what should be said about the many individuals that 
figure so prominently in the tabulations of a greater share of the 
top winners over a period of years.

DECEMBER FEEDER OUTGO FROM OMAHA 
IS THE LARGEST SINCE 1923. 

Of the 36,473 head that left the Omaha yards for finishing in 
the feed lots of the corn belt section, Nebraska and Iowa took all 
but about 1500 head. Nebraska taking better than 20,000 herself, 
this is an almost 35 per cent increase for Nebraska over 1926, in 
the same month. New York came over for a single load, and South 
Dakota took 185 head as compared with none last December. This 
movement does not mean that the market will be flooded later, it 
is merely an effort on the part of the farmers in Nebraska and 
Iowa to secure a good price for their 1927 corn crop. The total 
outgo from these yards in 1924 was 466,997 head, in 1925 it was 
382,919 head, 1926 showed a slight increase in a total of 392,487 
head, while 1927 dropped to 345,625 head, a decrease of 53,138 
head in twelve months. A falling off of 121,372 head as compared 
with 1924, indicating that there will be no burdensome influx of 
finished cattle when the corn is gone.

WHAT IS THE MATTER WITH THE HOG MARKET? 
WHO IS RESPONSIBLE FOR LOW PRICES? 

The Aberdeen-Angus Journal does not pretend to pose as a 
hog prognosticator, and yet we are of the opinion that the hog 
men of this country know pretty well why hog prices are all shot 
while cattle prices remain reasonably firm at good levels. The 
Sioux City Live Stock Record published some figures the other 
day that seemed in themselves to disclose a fairly good argument 
—direct to packer selling. The figures refer to Iowa only. Of the 
total number of hogs shipped in 1924 29.2 per cent were sold di- 
rect, for 1926 direct sales had increased to 42.7 per cent, and it is 
estimated that there will be a still greater increase in the 1927 
shipments, for which the figures were not yet available. All the 
hog producer has to do is to keep on increasing the percentage 
going direct and he will soon dispose of the dreaded middle men 
and commission agents and in addition his open cash competitive 
market. Once this cash market is destroyed it won’t be so easy 
to establish another. No doubt the fine arguments and the better 
prices tempted many a shipper to go over his commission man’s 
head during these depressing times when it seemed that live stock 
would never come back. The man who looks a long way ahe 
and keeps in the right track is the lad who will keep his feet on 
the ground. Keep the competitive markets open, stop shipping 
direct and prices will soon adjust themselves to the actual demand. 
Hog men like cattle men are deserving of top prices that show a 
margin of profit sufficiently large to induce them to stay on pro 
ducing. The Journal hopes nothing of this kind will ever over 
come the cattle producing and shipping industry.

Soups—Tomato, chicken. 

Meats—Corned beef, boned chicken, can- 
ned roast beef, sausage, bacon. 

Fish—Salmon, clams, tuna. 

Vegetables—Peas, string beans, 
toes, corn, pimentos. 

Desserts—Fruit cake, walnuts, dates, 
fruit salad, peaches, raisins, mince meat. 
Any variety of canned fruit. 

Miscellaneous—Eggs, cheese, 
naise, lemons, crackers, jam.

The Proof of the Pudding. 


Nearly every one will agree that a well 
prepared pudding is a most satisfactory 
dessert and one of the very best is a care- 
fully made corn starch pudding. There are 
very few rules to follow in making a “just 
right” corn starch pudding but it is neces- 
sary to follow these very closely: 

Corn starch because of its composition 
and close relation to the other starch fam- 
ily requires long, slow, cooking. A double 
boiler should always be used in the prepar- 
ation. 

Here is the basic recipe for corn starch 
pudding: Into the bottom of a double boil- 
er put boiling water and put over the heat. 
Measure two and one-half cups milk and 
put in the top of double boiler. Cover and 
bring milk to scalding point. Measure six 
tablespoons corn starch, two tablespoons 
of sugar, one-half teaspoon salt, and one- 
half cup milk, stir these together until it 
becomes a smooth paste. Remove cover 
from scalded milk and add the paste mix- 
ture a little at a time, stirring constantly. 
(A double rotary egg beater may be used 
to insure smoothness). Remove spoon, cov- 
er and cook for twenty-five minutes. At 
the end of twenty-five minutes take two 
well beaten eggs and pour the pudding 
slowly over them. Return to the double 
boiler and cook five minutes longer. Upon 
taking from stove add one-half teaspoon 
each of vanilla and lemon. Pour in molds. 

Sunshine Pudding. 1% cupfuls sugar, 1 
cupful milk, 3 tablespoons corn starch, 4 
tablespoons lemon juice, 3 egg yolks, 2 
tablespoons butter, 4% teaspoon salt, 2 ba- 
nanas, % cupful water, 3 egg whites, 1 
teaspoon baking powder, 1 teaspoon vanil- 
la, % teaspoon yellow vegetable coloring. 

Combine % cupful sugar and % cupful 
milk and heat in the top of a double boiler. 
Mix the corn starch with the remaining

- milk and the salt and add gradually to the 


hot mixture, stirring constantly. Cook 
twenty-five minutes, then add to the egg 
yolks slightly beaten with one-fourth cup- 
ful of sugar and lemon juice. Cook five 
minutes longer. Just before removing add 
the butter and pour into a buttered baking 
dish. Let stand fifteen minutes, then ar- 
range a layer of sliced bananas over the 
surface and top with the following filling: 
Boil % cupful sugar with the water until 
it forms a soft ball when tried in cold wat- 
er. Pour over the stiffly beaten egg-whites 
to which the baking powder has been add- 
ed. Beat until thick, add vanilla and yel- 
low vegetable coloring, and pile on top of 
the pudding. Brown in quick oven. 
Caramel Pudding. 1 cup sugar, burnt, 4 
tablespoons corn starch, % cup walnut 


meats, % teaspoon salt, 1 quart of milk, 1 
teaspoon vanilla. Mix dry ingredients, 
moisten with milk, add egg yolks and mix 
well, add remainder of milk and burnt 
sugar; cook twenty minutes, add nuts and 
flavoring when cool. Serve with whipped 
cream. 

Lemon Cream. 1% cups boiling water, 2 
tablespoons corn starch, 1 cup sugar, 1 
large lemon, juice, 3 eggs. Stir corn 
starch, moistened with cold water, into the 
boiling water, cook over boiling water for 
twenty minutes, add lemon juice to beaten 
egg yolks, pour over the cooked mixture, 
stir in the stiffly beaten egg whites. Serve

Kitchen Kinks. 

1. To attach a shade to its roller use 
adhesive tape about one inch wide. It is 
much more satisfactory than using tacks. 

2. A new delicious flavor may be pro- 
cured in meat by rubbing the meat the 
night before it is to be cooked with a mix- 
ture of three parts of salt, to one part of 
mustard. 

8. A wide rubber band will hold the 
cloth more tightly on the milk strainer 
than will the tin band which come with the 
strainer. 

4. Fresh eggs do not peel smoothly 
when boiled. The very freshest of eggs 
wili peel easily when cracked as soon as 
done and put in cold water. 

5. Put proper sized pieces of oilcloth in 
the bottom of kitchen and bathroom waste 
baskets.

Experiment Has Proved Value iz Improvement 


The Iowa Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion at Ames, Iowa, for a number of years, 
has been carrying on an experiment which 
brings out very clearly the value of pure 
bred Hampshire rams. The original ewes 
were of miscellaneous breeding, showing 
Merino, Shropshire, Southdown and Lieces- 
ter blood. Upon this foundation real good 
Hampshire rams were used, most of them 
being bred by the College. The work was 
started in 1916 so today the flock is theo- 
retically pure breds. The ewes were handl- 
ed in a very practical manner, being allowed 
to run in the summer and fall on blue grass 
in a timber pasture and in winter kept in 
an open shed at night which was dry and 
well bedded. Their ration has been prac- 
tically the same, consisting of one half a 
pound of grain, three pounds of silage, one 
pound of hay and all the water and salt 
they cared for. The grain ration consisted 
of sixty pounds of corn, thirty pounds of 
oats and ten pounds of oil meal. 

Each year a few of the less desirable 
ewes were replaced by the best yearlings, 
keeping the number in the flock the: same 
over the period of time. The fleece has 
been improved in a good many respects, 
especially noticeable from the standpoint of 
uniformity. The weight of the fleece was 
not increased because the foundation ewes 
were carrying a considerable amount of 
Merino blood. But the price received for 
the wool and the uniformity of weight and 
grade have been improved to a marked de- 
gree. The most marked improvement, how- 
ever, has appeared in the individuality of 
the carcass. The lambs have reached a 


desirable market weight much quicker and 
their individuality is noticeable. Due to 
the change in prices from year to year no 
exact figures can be given on the increased 
value resulting from using pure bred Hamp- 
shire rams. It is impossible to distinguish 
the present flock in character and breeding 
qualities from pure bred Hampshires. The 
prolificy has been increased in the last four 
years, the flock has shown 175 percent 
lamb crop. The lambs also show more vi- 
tality and vigor. 

This work was under the supervision of 
J. M. Evvard and the effects of pure bred 
Hampshire rams have been presented in a 
pamphlet by W. E. Hammond, of the Ex- 
perimental Station.

: Step or ‘Two Ahead 


Believes Absence of Horns am Aid 


ad through your Aberdeen-Angus 
2S December 19th and saw the 
shows of fat cattle with the blacks 
in almost every case, a step or two ahead 
capturing nearly all the most desirable 
rizes and taking the big money at all 
places where beef is the item, I just won- 
dered if lack of horns is not the main rea- 
son for this. 1 believe it is. I used to feed 
horned cattle and never thought of turning 
them loose in a stable together for fear the 
underlings would get the worst of it. For 
fear of damage done by horns we tied them 
or put them in stanchions. | : ; 

Later we took to dehorning, a job fit for 
the devil, so I always got some one else to 
do it. I always lost out on this operation 
for a month or two, and even after the head 
was thoroughly healed the old propensity 
stayed by and some were always knocking 
around, and others stood back and didn’t 
feed as well. Now I don’t understand why 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders do not make more 
out of this absence of horns than they do. 
I have bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle for six 
years and am positive that the absence of 
‘horns on this breed can safely be estimated 
as an asset of at least 20 per cent over any 

ed breed. 
= reasons are as follows: They know 
nothing about the use of horns, consequent- 
ly do not interfere with each other, like 
horned cattle but run together like sheep. 

We can stable a third more animals in the 
same space, and never find a cow ripped 
up the side by the horns of some unruly an- 
imal. I believe on this account the Aber- 
deen-Angus makes better use of the feed 
consumed. Their nature is to run quietly 
together and to put on flesh. 

I am convinced that I or any other feed- 
er can safely pay for a bunch of Aberdeen- 
Angus feeders 20 per cent more than we 
can pay for any of the horned breeds, the 
quality heing equal. 

It is my honest opinion that for the feed 
consumed, the less cost of care and the do- 
cile disposition I have not estimated the ad- 
vantage of the absence of horns any too 
highly —W. A. Hawley.

Angus transactions. But until some effort 
other than is being employed is put into ef- 
fect it will be impossible to take credit for 
such big deals. The Journal is pleased

Hall’s Champions 


Among Highest Dressing Percentages on Record 


Those who had the pleasure of looking 
over the rail and down onto the backs of 
that wonderfully smooth load of Interna- 
tional grand champion bullocks shown by 
Ed. Hall, of Mechanicsburg, Illinois, will of 
course be interested in knowing that the 
load dressed out perhaps ‘beyond expecta- 
tions. The Bowles Live Stock Commission 
Company of Chicago issued a list showing 
the dressing percentages in the various 
classes and breeds, giving the names of the 
owners of the loads, their respective selling 
prices and the live and dressed weight av- 
erages. 


The bulletin says “The Ed. Hall grand 
champion car load dressing percentage at 
67.02% is among the highest dressing fig- 
ures on record for a carlot. They were sold 
to McCann & Co., pure food merchants of 
Pittsburgh, Pa., and the only market that 
ever bought a grand champion car load.” 
This we understand is the actual dressing 
figures while as a rule it is customary, ac- 
cording to notations on this sheet, to allow 
two points additional for show cattle bought 
for eastern shipment, due to the shrinkage 
in transit. But this handicap is not taken 
advantage of in the case of the Hall cattle. 
If it had been these cattle would have been 
entitled to a scoring of 69.02% as they were 
slaughtered in Pittsburgh. 


John Hubly’s two year olds made 66.90% 
and Enos A. Tolan’s twos made 66 flat. 
Twenty-six loads out of fifty-seven scored 
above 64 points, of this number twelve loads 
went above 65 points. The two loads of 
heifers shown by Wm. Berg of Missouri 
dressed 62.70 and 62.80 respectively, while 
the load of heifers shown by F. & W. Red- 
field, of Iowa, dressed 63.60. 


Of the thirty-eight loads of Herefords 
there were eighteen above 64 points, six 
above 65, one above 65.80 and that one 
made 66.70%. There were fourteen loads 
of Shorthorns. The top made 66.70 per 
cent, one other scored 65.20 and two others 
were above 64 per cent. 

The top load of Aberdeen-Angus sold at 


$45.50 per hundred, the top load of Short- 
horns at $23.00 per hundred and the top 


load of Herefords brou

he was selected as a calf and in whose herd 
he is now the chief stock bull, his calves 
this year forming better than 90 per cent 
of the Wildwood show herd. The point we 
are trying to make is the longevity and 
usefulness of this line of bulls and their 
prepotent power of transmission of super 
qualities in the hands of buyers from East 
to West. This is a feature that had never 
before flashed upon our mind. 

Earl Marshall’s sire Protine is seldom 
mentioned in connection with the show 
yards and yet he won six firsts in 1910 and 
four more in 1911. In turn his sire Baden 
Lad is credited with three International 
grand champion daughters, all from differ- 
ent cows. He was sired by the 10th Laird 
of Estill who had several, yes many, cham- 
pionships to his credit and he was by Gay 
Lad who also had a good many champion- 
ship badges attached to his belt. His sire 
Gay Blackbird was one of the top winners 
at the World’s Columbian Exposition in 
1893, and his sire Heather Lad 2d was the 
grand champion bull at the World’s Colum- 
bian Exposition. Next in line was Black 

ght a champion and winner at the High- 
land in 1883. 

Another generation beyond that shown in 
this tabulation reveals many other interest- 
ing points, all of which strengthen the the- 
ory that Ames Plantation Pal is the direct 
result of proper mating. Five times this 
tabulation traces to Gay Lad, mentioned 
above; four times to 10th Laird of Estill; 
several times to Prince Ito, many times 
champion at the Highland and Royal shows; 


several times to Eblito the Highly Com- 
mended Elba bull and several other times 
to Prince Ito 2d International grand cham- 
pion in 1905 and Champion at the World’s 
fair in 1904. “Ito’s” sire Prince Ito was a 
Highland champion from Sir Geo. M. 
Grant’s stud and he was sired by Eltham 
also champion at the Highland. Prominent 
throughout this pedigree as it appears is 
the name McHenry and just as prominent 
in the next couple of generations is the 
name of Sir George Macpherson Grant of 
Ballindalloch. 

On the maternal or floor line in the last 
brace will be found the name Lady Pride 
A., her next five dams were bred by Wm. 
McCombie while in the sire just above his 
first four dams and three of the nearest 
bulls were all bred by McCombie. Seven 
animals in the last brace were bred by Mc- 
Henry and sired by his best bulls, and six 
were bred by the Grants. A careful perusal 
of the whole tabulation will disclose the fact 
that these cattle have been in good hands 
from the very start. Scarcely a line will 
show anything but the best sires to the 
original matings in the old country. 

The good show and breeding cow Black- 
bird 24th, International grand champion in 
1904, bred by John S. Goodwin, appears as 
the dam of Black Peer, one of the best 
breeding bulls ever used in the C. J. Martin 
herd. Black Dale was an International win- 
ner in 1906 and he is a half brother to Oak- 
ville Quiet Lad, International grand cham- 
pion in 1910, and the bull that has figured

CONTROL 


of CHICK DISEASES 


_ One of the most discouraging factors in- 
cidental to poultry production is the losses 
sustained from chick diseases. At this time 
of the year plans should be outlined for the 
control and prevention of chick troubles as 
profits from poultry depend directly upon 
the health and productiveness of the stock, 
from the time it is hatched until it is sold. 

The difficulties pertaining to the produc- 
tion of young chicks have increased tre- 
mendously during the past few years. Part 
of this may be attributed to the fact that 
our production methods have changed from 
the unit production to mass production on 
the farm. With this change it is evident 
that the hazards from disease would be 
greater. Without healthy chicks we cannot 
expect vigorous, healthy mature stock. 

There are a number of factors which 
should be given consideration by every pro-

ducer during the Spring months if satis- 
factory results are to be obtained from 
chick production. In a previous article ap- 
pearing in these columns the importance 
of breeding stock was emphasized. One of 
the most essential factors incidental to the 
growth and development of young chicks is 
the ancestry of the chicks. In order to pro- 
duce vigorous, thrifty stock it is necessary 
to select parent stock that typifies these 
characteristics in every respect. 


Selection and Location of Brooder Houses. 

Experiments conducted in recent years 
have proven conclusively that chicks must 
be raised on soil free from contamination. 
One of the quickest ways to pollute a flock 
of young chicks with diseases of various 
descriptions is to raise them on soil that is 
contaminated with various disease organ- 
isms. It is, therefore, most essential to se- 
lect clean areas. 

The moveable brooder house offers an 
opportunity for changing the location and 


is, therefore, superior to the stationary

The brooder house should be placed in 
such position that it is not subjected to 
downward drafts from larger buildings be- 
cause this may influence the’ effectiveness 
of the ventilation in the brooder house, On 
several occasions the writer has found that 
where improper ventilation was obtained it 
was due to this condition even to the extent 
that the smoke from the brooder stove was 
— a, ~~ the house. 

ne shou eep in mind always the f. 
that the brooder house is to to keane 
that the least amount of time is spent in 
taking care of the stock. Yarding should 
be provided in such a way that it is not an 
impediment to the operator. 

Clean brooder houses are absolutely es- 
sential. The interior of the brooder house 
and the brooding equipment should be thor- 
oughly disinfected prior to the time that 
the chicks are admitted to the house. There 
are a number of commercial preparations 
on the market that are satisfactory for 
this purpose or one can use a 5 per cent 
formaldehyde solution to good advantage. 

Care should be exercised from the stand- 
point of dryness in the house; that is, prior 
to the time that any chicks are placed in 
the brooder house the stove or heat should 
be applied in order to obtain a thoroughly 
dry condition.

Care and Selection of Eggs for Hatching. 
With the advent of the commercial hatch- 
and the extent to which it has been 
developed throughout producing territory 
the question of care and selection of eggs, 
from the standpoint of the individual farm, 
js not as great because the commercial 
hatchery, in many instances, assumes the 
responsibility for the selection of the eggs 
from those farms where they are securing 
their supply of eggs. However, where in- 
cubation is done on the farm, eggs chosen 
for hatching purposes should be selected 
very carefully. ; on 
In many instances certain characteristics 
are reflected in the product of the offspring 
which were apparent in the product of the 
parent stock. Eggs possessing abnormali- 
ties, viz. eggs that are blunted, have thin 
shells, ridges, etc., should not be used for 
tching purposes. 
eee eggs weighing from 24 to 26 
ounces a dozen, possessing good sheli tex- 
ture and fairly uniform color, are best to 
use for hatching purposes. Oftentimes one 
can trace defects in eggs to poor selection 
of the product used for hatching purposes. 


Incubation. 

Incubation fulfills one step in reproduc- 
tion. The incubator can produce healthy 
stock only when healthy eggs are placed in 
the machine; therefore, the factors enum- 
erated above must be treated seriously as 
control measures. It cannot be denied that 
incubation can have some influence upon 
transmission of disease, providing that dis- 
ease is present. 
that the problems of incubation incorporate 
a study of those factors essential in guard- 
ing against chick troubles. 


There are many problems involved in in- 


cubation; in fact, a detailed discussion of 
these problems would require more space 
than is allotted to a discussion of poultry 
topics in this magazine. However, it is well 
to remember that incubation may play an 
important part in chick troubles on any 
farm. 
Brooder Management, 

During the past few years the raising of 
chicks by artificial brooding has been tre- 
mendously stimulated. It is probabiy the 
most important factor incidental to chang- 
ing our poultry management from unit pro-

For example: One can maintain a flock of 
Leghorns producing a creamy egg in abun- 
dance due to the fact that creamy eggs had 
been selected for hatching. 

Eggs should be kept at a fairly uniform 
temperature of from 55 degrees to 60 de- 
grees. In no instance should eggs be sub- 
mitted to a temperature higher than the 
physiological zero, which is 68 degrees, pri- 
or to the time they are placed in the in- 
cubator. There are many examples on rec- 
ord where this condition existed, resulting 
in great losses. 

Eggs retained. for incubation purposes 
should be held in a room with a reasonable 
amount of humidity. Where it is too dry 
excessive evaporation may occur. Under 
proper conditions eggs retained for hatch- 
Ing purposes can be held from nine to ten 
days without much difficulty. 


duction to mass production on the farm. 
The inception of the commercial hatchery 
has, to a great extent, influenced this con- 
dition. 

One of the first factors to be given con- 
sideration in brooding is the capacity of the 
house. Too often our brooder houses are 
overcrowded. One must remember that 
there is a law of maximum and minimum 
returns which applies directly to the re- 
sults that are going to be obtained from a 
brooder house. It is utter folly on the part 
of the producer to tax the capacity of his 
house. Overcrowding may bring about ser- 
ious difficulties, such as disease outbreaks 
due to lack of resistancy in the stock, which 
has been devitalized simply by reason of 
being overcrowded. There is everything to 
lose and nothing to gain by crowding the 
brooder house. 


Therefore, it is essential’ 


Litter for the Brooder House. 

Another factor in chick raising that is 
often neglected is the selection of satis- 
factory litter. Thousands and thousands 
of chicks have been lost in past years due 
to moldy and contaminated litter and the 
reason tor the losses is not unusually real- 
ized until the losses occur. 

There are certain molds, such as Asper- 
gillus, that cause havoc among chicks. In 
some of the experimental work conducted 
by the writer the losses from this source 
were as high as 60 per cent of the chicks 
in the house. 

Wherever possible, litter to be used for 
the brooder house should be sprayed with 
a formalin solution prior to the time it is 
placed in the brooder house. In several 
experiments losses were reduced to prac- 
tically nothing where this practice was fol- 
lowed. 

Litter possessing an unusual amount of 
dust is not the most satisfactory for use in 
the brooder house. Many producers use 
sand or gravel. Where this material is us- 
ed the sand or gravel should be covered 
with at least an inch, and preferably more, 
of good litter. The chicks should not have 
direct contact because the sand and gravel 
picked up by them may cause crop com- 
paction. 

When one is using sand or gravel in the 
brooder house the chicks should be given 
access to feed in order that they will con- 
sume feed instead of sand or gravel. Great 
care should be exercised from the stand- 
point of quantity of feed; that is, sufficient 
hopper space should be available at all 
times. There are too many brooder houses 
throughout the producing area where the 
hopper space is not sufficient to take care 
of the chicks. 

The fact that litter becomes contaminat- 
ed from the droppings of the young chicks 
very shortly after they are placed in the 
quarters makes them susceptible to any dis- 
ease condition that may be present in the 
droppings. If chicks do not have access 
to feed they may consume the foreign ma- 
terial present in the litter and in this way 
become contaminated with some serious dis- 
ease organism. 

As the chicks grow the quarters often 
become inadequate, bringing about an over- 
crowded condition. As soon as sex can be 
determined separate the cockerels and pul- 
lets. This separation will permit more ev- 
en growth and development in both the 
cockerels and the pullets. 

Remember always that one healthy chick 
is worth more than a dozen stunted, poorly 
developed birds.

It is gen- 
erally contended that the first cross makes 
the best feeding beast, but most of the 
cross-bred animals were by an Aberdeen- 
Angus bull out of an Aberdeen-Angus- 
Shorthorn cross cow. I had the impression 
that there was more waste fat on this oc- 
casion than there has been of recent years, 
especially in the cow class. Apart from 
Jack Sprat’s wife it is difficult to know 
who eats that overfed stuff. It certainly 
cannot be produced economically.

Users of Horse Power Make Good 


Farmers have had difficulty since 1920 
in making their business pay. This con- 
dition can be attributed to several factors. 
The weight that should be given each fact- 
or depends upon personal opinion. Some 
lay it to the lack of organization, others to 
the fact that agriculture does not receive 
proper aid from the government, the high 
price of land, radical changes in the live 
stock markets and various other reasons 
all of which have a certain amount of 
weight which contribute in making the 
business of farming a difficult one, yet 
there are some who have gone steadily for- 
ward financially and otherwise in the farm- 
ing business. Wallace’s Farmer published 
in Des Moines, Iowa, and the Prairie Farm- 
er published in Chicago, Illinois, are recog- 
nized as two leading general farm papers. 
The Prairie Farmer first conceived the 
idea of writing up farmers throughout II- 
linois and Indiana who have made splendid 
progress in spite of the depression which 
has prevailed over their industry. These 
farmers were selected unbiasedly by a com- 
mittee and were given a feature story in 
the paper. The Wallace’s Farmer followed, 
writing up the master farmers of Iowa. 
Now, if the men selected are really master 
farmers and deserve to be called such and 
the writer has no reason to doubt that they 
shouldn’t be, the rest of us should be able 
to take a few pointers here and there. A 
questionnaire was sent to each of these 
master farmers which they very kindly and 
promptly answered. Two of the most vital 
points brought to light were; that the acre- 
age farmed by the master farmers was 
much above the average sized farm and 
that without an exception every master 
farmer used horses for part or all farm 
power. Out of the thirty-eight that answer- 
ed the questionnaires, there are twenty-two 
using horses and tractors combined; two, 
using tractors only for belt work; fourteen 
using horses entirely, thus giving approx- 
imately 58 per cent using horses and tract- 
ors for farm power and 40 per cent using 
horses only with none using tractors for 
their sole power. Of the men who use 
tractors, their farms average 315 acres 
bringing out the fact that the tractors are 
a good supplement to horses on large farms 
to help out in the rush seasons and to do 
belt work. The use of tractors under 
such conditions is possibly economically 
sound but with the average size farm 
throughout the corn belt, which will not av- 
erage 160 acres, and where a small amount 
of belt power is needed at the most, it does 
not seem logical or advisable for farmers 
to make a large investment in power that 
cannot reproduce or consume farm pro- 
ducts, many of which products have no 
market value. 

Regardless of personal opinion concern- 
ing the use of horses and tractors, lets look 
at the results obtained from a survey made 
from these men who have been recognized 
as outstanding farmers in three of the 
leading corn belt states. They were not 


selected with any particular phase of agri- 
culture in mind nor because they were 
breeding pure bred live stock, because in 
summing up the questionnaires sent out 
by the writer, it was discovered that there 
were very few pure bred breeders among 
them but practically without an exception,

And on the twenty-second day of the 
month called December in the year of Our 
Lord Nineteen Hundred and Twenty-Seven 
a message came from the city of Boston 
through the air, commonly called telegraph, 
and the message spoke as follows: 

In reply to your letter of December 15th, 
am sending by air mail statement issued 
Tuesday by Boston hotels and leading beef 
supply men. It speaks for itself. Particu- 
larly let me call attention to part which 
says, “It is not and has never been our In- 
tention to disturb the interests of those con- 
cerned in the beef and allied industries.” As 
for a boycott of beef in Boston this cham- 
ber understands that such action never was 
intended, neither has there been one in fact 
as evidenced by increased beef receipts dur- 
ing past two weeks. In view of the misun- 
derstanding and possible consequent 1njus- 
tice to the West and to New England, we 
hope you will give the facts as wide public- 
ity as you have the first reports.
